under afflict ive Rebukes, and ought to bt 
duly affected; yet we muſt not abandon ou 
ſelves to Grief, or ſorrow without Meaſure 
we ſhould reduce our Concern within prope 
Bounds, and ſet Limits to the moſt afflictingu; 
Grief. Nor ought we to be without Hope 
as if they were wholly loſt, who die out of; 


this World, and we were never to ſee thennto

fo glorious | at the Transfiguration; that his 
Pace ſhone as the Sun, and his Raiment was white 
as the Light ||, how excellent and bright muſt 
"the glorified Body of the Redeemer appear 
in Heaven: 


Ap now let us pauſe a while, and con- 
ſider what Comfort may be derived from 


hence. Our preſent Bodies are often incon- 
venient and uneaſy Habitations to the Soul, 
like an Houſe decay ing and out of Repair. 
We e groan under the Burden of a mortal Bo- 
dy, tis the Seat of grievous Diſtempers, and 


afflicting

afflicting Accidents: The Pſalmiſt in Alluſion to 
this repreſents the Diſtreſs of a guilty Soul 
by broken Bones; and the Apoſtle ſpeaks of 
the Thorn in the Fleſh. Tis the ſubject of pre- 
ſent Suffering: The Apoſtle bore in his Body 
the e Marks of the Lord Feſus * : Scarrs of Ho- 
nour by ſufferings for San! ST ; and often 
ſpeaks of Stripes and Scourging, " Bonds and 
Impriſonments, | being ſtoned, ſawn aſunder, 
Killed with the Sword . Tis often a Clog and 
Snare, a great Hindrance to the lively act- 
ings of Grace, and ſpiritual Exerciſes; and 
an Inſtrument and Occaſion of Sin. Bodily 
Appetites are often unruly, and the Preva- 
lence of the ſenſual Nature is a Burden 
under. which the beſt of -Men ſometimes 
groan. Hence the Apoſtle ſo pathetically 
exclaims; O wretched Man that 1 am, who 
ſhall deliver me from this Body of Death *: And 
found it neceſſary to Keep under his Body and 
bring it in Subjection . Sin is ſaid to reign in 
our mortal Body t. And the unrenew'd Nature 
is often repreſented by the Fleſh, the Mem- 
bers, Deeds of the Body, 8c. 
Bor then we ſhall be delivered from e- 
very Burden of the preſent Body : There 


will be no Diſeaſe of Nature, or Decay of 


Senſe; no pining Sickneſs, or racking Pain, 
no 
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no more a dim Eye, or a trembling Hand, 
or an aking Head ; nothing to diſturb the 
Order of Nature, or hinder its Repoſe. 
There will be no Injury or Oppreſſion from 
any Hand of Violence or Accident of Evil : 
The Wicked ceaſe from troubling, and the Weary 
are at ref *. Sin and Suffering will end to- 
gether, as they began together, God will wipe 


| away all Tears from their Eyes, there ſhall be no 


more Death, neither Sorrow, nor Crying, nor 
any more Pain, for former Things are paſs d a- 
wayf. They will be no longer a Hindrance 
in our Way, or Occaſion of Sin, there will 
be no tedious attendance upon Health, or 
painful Methods of Cure; no Eſcapes from 
preſent Fatigues, or Refreſhment and Diver- 
ſion of Life. There will be no vicious 
and unruly Appetite to curb and reſtrain, no 


| melancholy Fumes and Vapours to darken 


and difturb the Mind; no dead and drowſy 
Frame, or Liftlefneſs or Wearineſs in the 
Service of Go. Yea, they will be quite 
the Reverſe of their prafenc State. The glo- 
rified Body will be advanced and improved 
to all the Perfection, and all the Glory 
which the bodily Nature is capable of: They 
will be more healthy, more beautiful, more 
active, more laſtng, then ever they were in 
this World. And how bleſſe ed a, Change 
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will this make, and how pleaſing A proſpect, 
and ſenſible a Relief may 1t give, under the 
Remembrance of the Pain and Diftreſs of 
their paſs d Lives, and laſt Moments, their liv-f 
ing Sorrows, and their dying Agonies and 
Groans. 


(2.) Tar Happineſs they will poſſeſs. The 


entire Perſon, Body and Soul will be com- 


pleatly bleſs'd, in the Preſence of ChRlsr, 
or being with Him. This may be conſidered 
in the following Particulars according to the 


| Scripture Repreſentation, and will be ſo 
many farther Grounds of Comfort in the 


Caſe. 

1. THERE is an immediate Sight of his 
Glory without preſent Diſtance and Dark- 
neſs. Much of their Sorrow and Trouble 
in this World ariſes from their Diſtance and 


Separation from their Loxp, many Clouds 


of Darkneſs often interpofe, many diſcoura- 
ging Fears, and uneaſy Thoughts, ſpring 
up in their Mind. But then they will be 
brought toa nearer Sight and immediate Pre- 
ſence of his Glory. This is a conſtant De- 
ſcription of the heavenly State. If any Man 
ſerve me, let him follow me, and where Iam, 
there ſhall alſo my Servant be. I will come 
again and receive you to myſelf, that where Iam, 
there ye may be alſo}. This was our Lord's 

Prayer 


— 
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Prayer for his Diſciples, Father, I will that 
thoſe alſo whom Thou haſt given me, may be with 
me where Iam, that they may behold my Glory, 
which Thou haſt given me 

Tux will be brought to the ſame Place 
where CR ISH Himſelf is, and be locally 
preſent with Him in his glorify d State. He 


is gone to prepare a Place for them among 


the Manſions of his FAT HER's Houſe; 
and He will come again to receive them 
unto Himſelf. He is returned into his Glory, 
and they will have an Entrance adminiſtred 0 
them into His everlaſting Kingdom. He tits 


upon a glorious Throne, and ſhines in the 
Perfections of the Deity; redeem'd from 


all the Meanneſs and Reproach in which He 
appear'd in the World ; and they ſtand round 


3 his Throne, and fit don with Him on his Right 
Hand, and on his Left, in bis Kingdom. He 


is attended with glorious Hoſts of Holy An- 
gels, who bow before Him, and do his Will; 
and they are joyn'd to the innumerable Com- 
pany of Angels, and bear their Part in the 
cc. nmon Service and Praiſe. 


So the Apoſtle repreſents the Matter: For 


now we ſee through a Glaſs darkly, but then Face 


to Face; now ] know but in part, but then I ſhall 


know, even as J am alſo known fr. And, We 
Hall ſee Him as He is 4. They have now only A 
D 2 n 
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diſtant View of Cuxrisr in the Glaſs of his 
Word, and the Ordinances of Worſhip, in 
the lively Exerciſes of Faith, and a rais'd and 
ſpiritual Frame of Mind ; but then they ſhall 
behold Him as Moſes did, Face to Face : Which 
imports the neareſt Acceſs, and moſt famili- 
ar Converſe. The Vail will be drawn aſide, 
and they will behold Him juſt as He is. They 
will ſtand in the Preſence-Chamber of the 
King of Heaven, and gaze on his reſplendent 


Glory. Their Eyes behold the King in his 


Beauty *, advanc'd to the higheſt Dignity, 
and poſſeſ{s'd of the higheſt Glory. 

I: our Lord could tell his Diſciples here 
on Earth, Bleſſed are your Eyes, for they ſee ; 
and your Ears, for they bear; and many Prophets 
and righteous Men ba ve deſired to ſee what you 


bade ſeen, and have not ſeen them; and hear what | 


gou have heard, and have not heard them f: 
How much more bleſſed are they who ſee 
what Eye hath not ſeen, nor Ear heard, neither 
bath is entered into the Heart of Man l: Ard 
with the Apoſile, are caugbt up into the third 
Heaven, and hear unſpeakable Words, which tis 
not lawful for a Man to utter * ; or poſſible 

for any Mortal to apprehend or expreſs. 
2. PERFECT Likeneſs to Him, without 
any Weakneſs or Deſect. Tis the Glory of 
our 
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our preſent Natures, to bear ſome Likeneſs to 
Cutis r, and have his Image renew'd upon 
our Souls; but there is a great Degree of 
Diſſmilitude and Unlikeneſs to Him remain- 
ing. They often complain of the Body of 
this Death, as well as of the mortal Body. How 
unlike are the beſt Saints on Earth, the moſt 
enlighten'd and improv'd, to the final Perfe- 


ion or the Patterns of Things in the Hea- 


wens * | 

Bur now the immediate Sight of the 
Glorified REDEEME R, will transform them 
into a perfect Likeneſs to Him. So *cis re- 
preſented ; I ſhall bebold Thy Face in Rightecuſ- 
neſs— and awake with Thy Likeneſs f. i. e. in 
the Morning of the Reſurrection. Beloved, 


now are we the Sons of God; but it doth not yet 


appear what we ſhall be: but we know that whey 
He ſhall appear, we ſhall be like Him ; for we 
ſhall ſee Him as He is *. It carries a tranſ- 
forming Power with it, and produces a won- 
derful Effe& ; a finleſs Likeneſs and Confor- 
mity to him. We ſhall be as like him as we are 
capable of being. Our whole Nature will 
be purify'd and exalted to its higheſt Perfe- 
Aion, and bear the exact Image and Reſem- 
blance of the Bleſſed Jesvs. Our Bodies will 
be faſhioned after his Glorious Body, and be a 


bright Copy of the Divine Original ; and our 


Souls 
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Souls like his, in holy Diſpoſitions and hea- 


venly Qualities; in the Perfection of our 


Knowledge, and Purity of Love. The glo- 
rify'd Perſon will receive an Impreſſion, like 
that of the Seal upon the Wax, or the Image. 
of the Mould into which any Thing is caſt. 
Ir Converſing with Gop a little while 
upon the Mount, made Moſes's Face to ſhine, 
ſo that he put a Yail upon bis Face, while he 
ſpake to the People*; as if Converſing with 
Gop had render'd him unfit for humane 
Converſe ; whata Glory muſt it give to thoſe 


who always behold the Face of Gor ? If Stephen, 


full of Faith and of the Holy Ghoſt, by looking 


fteadfaſtly to Heawen, and ſeeing the Glory of 


God, and Feſus ſtanding at the Right Hand of 


God; appear'd to them who ſate in Council 
with bis Face as if it bad been the Face of an 


eAngel t, with how bright a Countenance 
will they appear, who always ſtand before the 
Throne of Gov ? If the preſent Glory of the 
Goſpel is ſo lively, that with open Face behold- 
ing as in a Glaſs the Glory of the Lord, we are 
changed into the ſame Image, from Glory unto Glo- 


ry, even as by the Spirit of the Lord T; how 


much more powerful and efficacious muſt 
the Glory of Heaven be, and the immediate 
Sight of Goo.

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3. Tux higheſt Foy without any Allay of 
Sorrow. Good Men in this World poſſeſs 
the trueſt Joy: They have Comforts which 


the World knows not of, and Strangers intermed- 


dle not with their Foy *. Our Lord appear'd 
concern'd for his Followers, that their Foy 
might remain, and that it might be full f. But 
there are many Alloys of their preſent Joy ; 
ſometimes a bitter Cup is put into their 
Hands, a Cup of Trembling and Aſtonifhment ; 
or a bitter Drop is mingled with a Cup of 
Conſolation, which gives a great Alloy, if 


it don't embitter all the reſt. They are often 


ſorrowful and ſad under their preſent Bur- 


dens, or the Fear of future Evil. 


Bur in the Preſence of their Loxd there is 
no Sorrow, but Fulneſs of Foy. In Thy Preſence 
is Fulneſs of Foy, at Thy Right Hand are Pleaſures 
for evermore *. And, I ſhall behold Thy Face in 
Righteouſneſs, I (ball be ſatisfied when I awake 


with Thy Likeneſs f. There is a mighty Satil- 


faction ariſes from the immediate Sight of 


Cur1sr, and perfect Likeneſs to Him. They 


are infinicely pleas'd with the exceeding Glory 
round about them, and the perfect Rectitude 


of their own Nature. Their Meetneſs for Hea- 


ven is Matter of everlaſting Thankſgiving to 
the Faruex *. They are ſaid to enter into the

Bur now tis a great Addition to all the o- 
he Conſiderations of their Happineſs, that it 
ill never end: The Righteous go into Life eter- 
nal, and enter into the everlaſting Kingdom. They 
ill never be ſeparated from the glorious Pre- 


ence of Cyr1sr. The General Aſſembly will 
ever diſſolve and break up. There will be no 


Interruption or End to the joyful Praiſe, and 
perfect Service of that bleſſed State. And it 
nuſt needs be ſo: For there is no Period ſet to 
t by the Divine Will: The Promiſes of the 

oſpel are every where of eternal Life *; and

So the Apoſtle repreſents it, God ba ving provi- 
ded ſome better Thing for us, that they without us 
ſhould not be made perfect: The final Perfection 
of the heavenly Bleſſedneſs requires all the 
Heirs of Glory; and there is ſome ſort of De- 


fe, and *tis incompleat while any Member is 


abſent or wanting. The Vail of the heavenly 
Temple will be rent in twain, which ſeparates 


the outward Court from the Holieſt of all: We 
ſhall enter within tbe Vail. The Wall of Parti- 


tion will be taken down, which now parts the 


Family of Gov, and all will appear in a Body, 
and be always preſent together. And what 


a Fountain of Conſolation is this ; that we 


ſhall ever be happy together.

himſelf with a Tranſport of Joy, after his 
Mourning for him many Days, and refuſing to be 
comforted : And Tſrael ſaid to Joſeph, Now let 
me die, fince 1 have ſeen thy Face, . an 
art yet alive. 

Bor it may be ſaid here; That tho' this 
is Matter of Comfort indeed in ſuch a Caſe ; 
yet it is remote and diftant, All this relates 
only to their Happineſs after the Reſurrecti- 
on of the Body, and at the Appearance of 
the Lord Jes us Cuxr1s Tt; But what is their 
preſent State, who ſleep in Feſus, between the |

this World. And how ſhore a Diſtance is 
that? The whole Compaſs of Life in this 
World is but a ſhort Space; Our Days are but 


a Hand's breadth. And it may be a great part 


of Life is already run-out ; Perhaps We have 
lived the beſt and longeſt Time of our Lives 
in this World ; Why then we are ſo much 
the nearer them, -by all the Time we have 
lived in this World: For our Salvation is nearer 
than when we firſt believed. 

You may be with your departed Friends 
in a little time, and ſooner than you think of. 
Comfort thyſelf with this Thought, That in 
a little while you ſhall ſee them again, and 
enjoy them for ever. A few more Days of 
Abſence in this World, and we ſhall go to 


them and be where they are. A few more 


Sabbath-Days on Earth, and we ſhall come

together above. We ſhall be actually joyned

1. WE may learn the great Excellence of 
the Goſpel Diſpenſation, which affords ſuch 
powerful Reliefs under the Sorrows and At- 
flictions of Life. How much happier are we 
in this Reſpe& than the Heathen World, who 
had only the Light of Nature and natural 
Conſiderations to ſupport and comfort them. 


The Philoſophers fetched their Conſolations 


againſt the Fear of Death, and Sorrow for 
the Dead, from moral Conſiderations and the 
Reaſon of Things; and many of them were 
excellent in their Kind, and had their pro- 
per Uſe: But a Chriſtian fetches his Com- 
fort from the Scriptures, and ſuch Conſidera- 
tions which they knew nothing of : That we 
through Patience and Comfort of the Scripture 
might have Hope. The Goſpel opens new 
Springs of Conſolation, and ſurer Grounds of 


Hope, without the Mixtures of Miſtake , 


Uncertainty and Fear, which the wiſeſt

Aſſurance. 
How much have we he Advantage of for- 


mer Diſpenſations of the Divine Will, when 
the future Glory was obſcurely reveaPd, in 
dark and general Hints, like the Types and 
Figures of the Sacrifice of CuRxIs r? The Re- 
ſurrection of the Body, and the eternal Life 
of the other World, are the peculiar Glory of 
the Goſpel Revelation. He hath aboliſhed Death, 


and brought Life and Immortality to light by the 


Goſpel *: Brought it out of its former Obſcu- 
rity, and plac'd it in afuller Light. 

Ad this furniſhes more powerful Sup- 
ports, and proper Grounds of Comfort, un- 
der the darkeſt Appearance of Providence, 
and the worſt Circumſtance of Life; as the 
Loſs of the deareſt Friend, or the greateſt 
Affliction which befalls us. And upon this 


Account, as well as upon others, the Mini-
